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The record of prior art fails to teach a reflection cowl for a bar-code scanner, the scanner 
comprising at least a light source, a convex light stick, a lens, a sensor element and a circuit 
board, wherein the reflection cowl is disposed to receive light emitted by the light source; the 
reflection cowl is divided into left and right portions, the left and right portions having curved 
reflective surfaces; and the curved reflective surfaces of the left and the right portions of the 
reflection cowl have a plurality of concave reflection spherical surfaces thereon to distribute the 
light so as to make the light rays reflected back from all the curved refection surfaces fall evenly 
on the convex light stick.
